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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group III of claims 15-19 and 21-26 and 
species of bis(pentafluorophenyloxy)methylalane of Example 1 for component A) and 
metallocene compound for component B) in Response filed on March 11, 2004 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is unity of invention in that 
compound of formula I is common among the restricted groups. This is not found 
persuasive because compound of formula I such as the elected species 
bis(pentafluorophenyloxy)methylalane is known as shown in the rejection below, thus, 
does not contribute to the unity of invention as shown in the previous Restriction 
Requirement mailed on February 23, 2004. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Currently, claims 15, 16, 19, 22 and 26 read on the elected group and species 
rather than claims 15-19 and 21-26 as indicated bv applicants in the response to the 
restriction requirement . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

3. Claims 15, 16. 19. 22 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by JP 6-329713. 

In JP 6-329713, Example 2 teaches the preparation of 
bis(pentafluorophenyloxy)methylalane (II) from trimethylaluminum and 
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pentafluorophenol in one to 2 ratio, see [0042] in col. 15; ethylene polymerization was 
then conducted In the presence of bis(pentafluorophenyloxy)methylalane (II) and a 
titanium transition metal metallocene, see [0043]. Support such as silica is taught in 
[0030] of col. 11. The teaching of JP 6-329713 encompasses the instant claims. 
4. Claims 1 5, 16, 19, 22 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ohagane et al. (US 6,284,699). 

Ohagane's Comparative Example 2 teaches the ethylene polymerization in the 
presence silica supported catalyst comprising bis(pentafluorophenyloxy)methylalane 
and ethylenebis(indenyl)zirconium dichloride (col. 18, line 64 to col. 19, line 52). 
Ohagane's teaching reads on the instant claims.
